AS  STUNNING  BLOW 

News  of  Lord  Kitchener's  Death  Through  Sinking 

of  Cruiser  Hampshire  Gives  Public    Great 

Shock— Was  on  Way  to  Petrograd  for 

Conference  on  Military  Matters 


LONDON,  June  •.—The  n«ws  that 
Karl  Kitchener,  secretary  of  State  for 
.War,  and  his  staff,  who  wore  proceeding 
to  Russia  on  the  cruliw  Hampshire, 
were  loot  off  the  Orkney  Islands  last 
night,  was  the  most  stunning  Mow  Greet 
Britain. has'  received  saee  the  war  began. 

This  Is  the  second  shock  the  country 
has  sustained  within  a  week.  The  other 
was  whan  the  newspapers  appeared  on 
Friday  evening  with  the  Arst  intelli- 
gence of  the  naval  battle  In  the  North 
Oca  In  the  form  of  a  list  of  shins  lost, 
with  virtually  no  Information  that  there 
was  any  compensation  in  the  way  of 
enemy  leases.  The  bulletin  telling  of 
the  death  of  Karl  Kitchener  gave  the 
country    even    a    greater    shock, 

Lord  Kitchener  was  the  one  outstand- 
ing; personality  whom  the  peonle  talked 
of  and  believed  in  as  a  great  man,  not- 
Withstanding  newspapers  attacks  which 
at  a  former  period  of  the  war  threat- 
ened to*  undermine  hie  popularity  and 
the  public  confidence  In  him. 

A  telegram  from  Admiral  Sir  John 
Jetlleoe.  commander  of  the  Fleet,  giving 
the  bare  facta,  was  received  at  the  Ad- 
miralty about  11  o'clock  la  the  morning. 
The  first  oflelal  announcement  was 
at   1:30   In    the  afternoon.

Admiral  JeUleoe'a  report  to  the 'Ad- 
miralty was  as  follows: 

"I  have  to  report  with  deep  regret 
that  his  Majeaty-a  ship  Hampshire.  Cap- 
tain Herbert  A  Seville.  R.N..  with  Lord 
Kitchener  and  bis  stan*  on  board,  was 
sunk  last  night  at  about  •  o-clock  to  tie 
west  of  the  Orkneys  cither  by  a  mine  or 
a  torpedo. 

"four  boats  were  seen  by  observers 
on  shore  to  leave  the  ship.  The  wind* 
was  north-northwest  and  heavy  saas 
were  running.  Patrol  vessels  and  de- 
stroyers at  Ones  proceeded  to  the  spot, 
and  a  party  wae  sent  along  the  coast  to 
search,  but  only  soma  bodies  and  a  eap- 
slsed  boat  have  been  found  up  to  the 
present  The  whole  shore  bag  been 
searched  from  the  seaward.  I  greatly 
fear  that  there  Is  little  hope  of  there 
being  any  survivors. 

"Mo  reports  have  been  received  from 
the  search  party  on  shore. 

"H:M.s.  Hampshire  was  on  her  way 
to  Russia.*' 

When  the  announcement  finally  was 
made  public'  the  fact  spread  about  Lon- 
don soma  time  before  the  newspapers 
could  get  Into  the  street*  There  wae 
a  crowd  around  the  Stock  Exchange 
which  required  police  reserves  to  deal 
with.  The  police  told  everyone  to  move 
on:  that  there. wae  no  truth  In  the  re- 
ports.

Naturally,  speculation  regarding  Lord 
Kitchener's'  successor  began  Immediate- 
ly. Among  those  discussed  were  sir. 
David  Lloyd  George,  Lord  Derby  and 
the  Chief  of  the  .Imperial  stan*.,  Sir  Wm. 
the  chief  of  the  Imperial  staff.  Sir  Wm. 
Robertson.  But  whether  a  military  man 
or  a  civilian  will  take  the  War  Office 
haa  not  been  decided. 

Karl  Kitchener  met  hie  death  at  a 
moment  which  will  Insure  his  position 
In  British  history.  Ho  was  almost  the 
only  member  of  the  Government  who 
from  the  beginning  confidently  ssserted 
that  this  would  be  a  long  war — bis  low- 
sst  estimate  was  three  yeare — and  he 
Insisted  that  the  Government  ehould 
make  Its  plans  accordingly.  The  or- 
ganisation of  the  British  army  Is  well 
under  way.  The  general  staff  under  ' 
General  Sir  Wm.  Robertson's  direction, 
according  to  the  general  belief,  has  well 
'in  hand  the  task'of  working  ont  the  de- 
tails which  Lord  Kitchener'a  brain  was 
largely  Instrumental  In  planning  and 
launching.

Karl  Kitchener's  conference  on  Fri- 
day with  the  members  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  whsn  he  explained  confiden- 
tially the  military  situation,  waw  a  re- 
markable Incident.  Two  hundred  mem- 
bers gathsred  to  talk  with  him.  Extra- 
ordinary precautions  were  taken  to  keep 
others  from  the  precincts  of  Westmin- 
ster Palace. 

Karl  Kitchener  generally  made  rather 
a  poor  impression  as  a  speaker,  since 
he  always  read  his  '  statements  from 
manuscript  and  did  not  talk  In  an  effec- 
tive way.  On  this  occasion,  however. 
he  conversed  freely  with  the  members, 
answering .  (|uest|ona  from  erttlce  who 
Showed  cona'daruble  bias. 

After  leaving  the  conference  some  of 
the  members  declared  their  judgment  of 
Bert  Kitchener'a  work  had  been  en- 
hanced by  his  explanation.  The  pro- 
ceedings were  closed  with  the  unusual 
formality  of  a  vots  of  thanks, 

Karl  Kitchener  was  going  to  Russia 
at  the  request  of  the  Russian  Govern- 
ment He  intended  to  land  at  Archangel 
and  visit  Pstrograd  and  probably  go  to 
'  the  Russian  front.  His  mission  had 
chiefly  to  do  with  the  eupply  of  muni- 
tions for  Russia. 

The  Earl  expected  to  be  back  la  Lon- 
don for  the  reopening  of  Parliament  on 
June  It.  An  official  statement  issued 
this  svenlng  says  that  Karl  Kitchener 
was  to  have'  discussed  important  mili- 
tary and  financial  queatloaa  with  Em- 
peror Nlcholaa 


At  the  same  time  another  fitaso  of 
people  wae  assembling  about  the  Gov- 
ernment offices  in  Whitehall.  All  the 
windows  of  the  War  Office  had  the  cur- 
tains lowered.  That  confirmed  the  ru- 
mor beyond  doubt  Other  crowds  gath- 
ered around  the  newspaper  offices.  When 
the  beys  came  out  with  an  armful  of 
extras  the  people  fell  on  them  end 
fought  for  the  panere  In 'the  course  of 
the  afternoon  the  flags  en  all  buildings 
were  flying  at  half  mast 

The  British  are  a  stoical  people,  and 
have  taken  the  good  and  bad  tidings  at 
the  war  as  they  came  with  aa  absence 
of  emotion  surprising  to  outsider*.  But 
no  can  could  have  walked  the  streets 
today  without  perceiving  that  oomojfhlng 
out  of  the  iiaiwss  made  the  pweple 
leek  as  If  a  calamity  had  befallen  them.

PORTSMOUTH/  June  «.— (By  a  Cor- 
respondent of  The  London  Times) — The 
manner  in  which  the  Wars  pi  te  fought 
the  whole  German  battle  fleet  and  beat 
them  when  ahe  went  to  the  reecue  ef 
the  Warrior,  provides  one  of  the  most 
thrilling  battle  storlss  in  the  annals  of 
sea  warfare. 

Quite  helpless  ley  the  Warrior,  her 
engines  disabled,  her  magaslns  under 
water,  and  her,  crew  unable,  to  get  am- 
munition. 

Convinced  that  they. -would  aeon  go 
the  way  of  their  companion  ehlps,  which 
they  had  seen  sunk,  the  Warrior's  men 
calmly  awaited  the  end. 

Suddenly  on  the  horison  thsy  sew  a 
trsmendous  ship  coming  at  full  speed. 
It  was  the  fast  and  powerful  Warspitc, 
a  sister  ship  to  the  Queen  Elizabeth, 
which  Admiral  JelUcoc,  learning  of  the 
Warrior' a  peril,  had  Sent  ahead  of  the 
Grand   Fleet   to   succor  her.  y 

On  came  the  great  battleship,  with 
the  muscles  of  her  16-Inch  guns  trained 
on  the  German*  At  full  speed  she  ar- 
rogantly swept  into  the  fray.  The  War- 
rior'a  men  , greeted,  the  Warspitc  with 
ringing  cheers.  Th*r  were  aaswsred 
from  the  battleship,  which  threw  her- 
self between  the  hclplesn  Warrior  and 
the  Gormen  vessels,  which  were  batter- 
ing her  silent  hulL

Sudden  Blow  Struck  by   Russian   Armies  Along 
Front  Between  Pripet  Marshes  and  Roumanian 
Border  Taken  as  Heralding  Decisive  Move- 
ment— Further  Successes  Yesterdays 


PSTROGRAD.  June  «.—  Th*  War 
Oflkte  statement  Issued  today  says: 

"In  the  region  of  Dvlnek,  and  north 
of  ths  Ponieweech  Railway,  a  German 
offensive  wee  repulsed  by  our  lira. 
South  of  Smorgon  on  Sunday  night  the 
Germans  attempted  to  capture  ouo  of 
our  advanced  trenches,  but  our  machine 
gun  fire  and  a  counter-attack  forced 
them  to  retire  to  their  owa  trenches. 

"South  of  Krevo  on  Monday  the  Ger- 
mane., after  artillery  preparation,  at- 
tempted an  offensive  agalnat  our  ad- 
vanced elementa  near  the  village  of 
Xotchansky.  but  were  repulsed. 

"On  the  front  from  the  Pripet  River 
to  the  Roumanian  frontier  we  continue 
to  develop  successee  Thus  far  we  have 
taken  ss  prisoners  41*  officer  a  and  more 
than  15,000  men.  and  captured  zt  guns 
and  more  than  50  machine  guna. 

"In  the  Caucaaus  region.  In  the  direc- 
tion of  Balburt  and  Krslngan  the  Turka, 
supported  by  artillery,  took  the  offen- 
sive on  many  sectors.  All  thslr  attacks 
were  repulsed.  Near  Khanlkln,  ISO 
vsrsts  northeaat  of  Baghdad,  we  had  a 
successful  action  against  the  Turka  on 
Sunday." 


PBTBOGRAD, .  June  I. — The  eudden 
blow  atruck  by  the  Russlana  along  the 
entire  Volhynian  and  Gallclan  front  of 
171  miles,  from  the  Pripet  to  KoumanJa, 
la.  In  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the 
military  critics  here,  a  brilliant  begin- 
ning of  the  long  awaited  Russian  offen- 
sive. The  condition  of  the  roads  now  Is 
perfect,  and  with  a  plentiful  supply^  of 
ammunition  the  Ruselsrt  Advance  Is  ex- 
pected to  develop  swiftly. 


The  movement  derivee  significance 
from  the  fact  that  It  Is  ael  aa  leoUtet 
attack  against  any  one  portion  of  the 
Austrian  Una,  but  a  pre-ordlnated  move- 
ment embracing  the  whole  front  The 
movement  le  uader  the  able  leedershlp 
of  General  Brusslloff.  who  conducted 
the  brilliant  campaign  In  the  Oar* 
pnthlans  la  lflt,  and  who  la  generally 
conceded  to  be  one  of  the  best  strerteg- 
Ists  of  ths  Russian  staff. 

Ths  forces  opposing  the  Russian  ad- 
venes are  estlmeted  at  forty  Austrian 
Infantry  divisions  and  from  ten  te  fif- 
teen Auatrian  cavalry  divisions,  asstst- 
od.  at  the  moot,  by  two  divisions  ef 
Germane  Thla  brings  the  total  Teu- 
tonic forceo  operating  on  thla  front  up 
to  600.000  men.  No  details  of  the  Rue- 
aian  a  tuck  are  yet  at  hand,  but  It  was 
preceded  aa  usual  by  a  vigorous  artil- 
lery bombardment,  after  which  the 
Rosslans  'moved  forward  along  the 
whole  line,  capturing  first  line  Austrian 

Ths  Initiative  belongs  sntirely  to  the 
Russians,  and  ths  Austrian*,  evidently 
taken  by  surprise,  fell  back  without  be- 
ing able  to  atart  a  counter-off enelve. 

Aside  from  its  military  and  strategic 
Importance  for  this  front,  the  Rueelan 
movement  undoubtedly  will  have  a  pow- 
erful effect  upon  the  military  aituatlfn 
elsewhere,  decreasing  Austrian  preeaure 
on  the  Italian  front  from  ths  necessity 
of  bringing  reinforcements  to  this  thea- 
tre, while  It  also  Is  expected  to  Influence 
the  situation  In  the  Balkana.

"Tbere  was  very  heavy  fighting  dur- 
ing the  sfternon  (Tuesday)  east  of 
YpreO.  Shortly  after  midday,  the  enemy 
began  a  bombardment  ef  our  positions 
about  Hooge  and  also  some  dletanee 
north,  and  at  the  asms  time  bombarded 
to  the  south  of  Hooge  and  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  Comlnes  railway  and 
canal.  Late  In  ths  afternoon,  the  enemy 
ploded  a  series  of  mines  at  various 
points  on  a  2,000  yard  front  north  of 
Hooge.

Work  Done, 


Though  It  is  seldom  that  the  true  pro- 
portion* of  »  man's  frtntOMi  e>r*>  ap- 
preciable by  his  own  countrymen  and 
contemporaries.  It  le  often  possible  to 
anticipate  the  verdict  of  hlatory  by  that 
of  more  detached  foreign  observer*.  In 
the  case  of  Karl  Kitchener  the  opinion 
of  Weaterne  and  Orientals  alike  haa 
very  definitely  pointed  to  him  aa  the 
greatest  Britisher  of  his  era. 

When  Kitchener  visited  Manchuria 
and  Japan  upon  the  aspiration  of  his 
command  in  India,  the  Japaneae  laid 
themselves  out  to  Impress  him  with 
various  exhibitions,  of  their  military 
power,  of  which  they  were  very  reason- 
ably proud.  But  the  most  Imposing 
pageant  in  the  world,  its  pomps  and 
vanities,  were  aa  nothing  la  Kitchener's 
eyes.  Hta  hosts  viewed  bis  silence,  his 
expressionless  immobility,  i;  with  dis- 
appointment, at  least  with  profound 
respect  It  was.  In  fact,  like  their  own 
ideal  of  impenetrable  reserve,  and,  aa  a 
Far  Eastern  friend  who  waa  In  Kitchen* 
er's  entourage  remarked.  Kitchener  Is  re- 
garded by  the  Japanese  today  as  the 
greatest  Curopeen  they  have  ever  seen. 

When  the  history  of  Lord  Kitchener 
cornea  to  be  written,  surely  no  more 
fitting  words  could  be  found  to  describe 
him.  It  Is  said  of  U>rd  Chatham  that 
there  waa  something  finer  la  th*  man 
than  anything  he  said.  80  with  Lord 
Kitchener  there  waa  a  strange  Innate 
power  which  always-  found  expression, 
not  In  words,  but  in  achievement,  and  In 
the  production  of  achievement  in  others. 


It  waa  characteristic  of  so  unconven- 
tional a  nature  that  hie  first  step  to  for- 
tune and  greatness  waa  a  piece  of  India* 
clpline.  Hs  waa  on  leave  In  Alexandria 
on  the  eve  of  the  famous  bombardment, 
and  knowing  that  a  telegram  recalling 
him  to  Cyprus  was  Imminent  he  ar- 
ranged with  a  friendly  pressman  to  de- 
lay Its  reaching  hie  hands  until  the 
weekly  boat  to  Cyprue  had  gone. 
Lieutenant  Kitchener  with  his,,  at  that 
time,  unrivalled  knowledge  of  the  na- 
tives and  their  language,  waa,  of  course, 
a  welcome  find  for  any  commander  like 
Lord  Wolaeley,  committed  to  operations 
In  a  comparatively  unknown  country. 
Accordingly,  hla  servlcee  wore  retained, 
and  from  that  moment  his  future  was 
assured. 

■is  Work  la  Bgypt 

There  followed  twelve  months'  unre- 
mitting labor,  broken  only  by  a  Journey 
to  Slnal,  and  then,  ae  an  Intelligence 
officer,  he  disappeared  Into  the  desert 
to  the  south.  His  nature  had  become 
fulfy  responsive  and  attuned  to  th*  voice 
of  the  wilderness,  and  It  was  a  call  he 
could  not  resist.  For  two  years  he 
wandered  from  Cairo  to  Abu  Hamed,  and 
from  Berber  to  tbe  Red  Boa. 

The  Arab  whose  language  ha  spoke 
and  whoae  garb  he  wore  met  him  some- 
times in  far-away  villages,  in  crowded 
basaara,  or  in  desert  oases.  Living  th* 
life  of  the  native,  he  talked  trade  and 
commerce  with  cross-legged  Arab  mer- 
chants between  puffs  of  his  chibouk,  or 
Soudanese  politics  with  Blahareen 
Shelkbe  by  palm-shaded  wells  la  the 
Libyan  deserts.  And  all  the  time  he  waa 
absorbing  that  vast  store  of  information 
and  knowledge  which  in  due  season,  af- 
ter fifteen  long  yeare.  waa  to  materialise 
in  the  regeneration  of  the  Soudan. 

denial,  affable,  kindly,  and  fond  of  a 
joke  at  ordinary  times,  when  hard  work 
or  fighting  wss  afoot  he  froee  Into  aa 
uncompromising  severity.  Hence  the 
constant  triumph  of  his  subordinates 
over  apparently   Insuperable  difficulties. 

Ottce.  in  a  biasing  Soudan  Summer,  a 
young  officer  on  a  desert  poet,  to  whom 
sn  order  had  been  sent,  waa  down  with 
a  teach  of  sunstroke.  It  was  a  direct 
contravention  of  Kitchener's  regulations, 
for  every  one  of  hla  officers  had-  to  be 
St  and  ready  to  march  In  Kitchener'* 
invariable  half  an  hear  la  any  direction.

The  following  story  afford*  an  inter- 
esting comparison  between  Kitchener's 
way  and  that  of  other  oommandcra  It 
occurred  in  South  Africa. 

Lord  Roberts,  requiring  some  import- 
ant work  to  be  carried  out,  sent  for  a 
senior  officer  find  gave  him  his  instruc- 
tions. "How  soon  do  you  think  you  caa 
put  It  through?"  inquired  the  kindly 
old  chief,  adding,  "I  know  you'll  do  th* 
beet  you  can."  I'll  try  to  do  It  In  a 
fortnight,  sir."  was  the  reply.  "Well.  I 
know  you'll  do  your  bast,"  smiled  Lord 
Roberto,  aa  he  bade  the  other  good-bye 

The  visitor  had  no  sooner  got  out- 
side than  ha  ran  up  against 
Lord  Kitchener.  "Well?"  rapped  out 
K.  abruptly.  "Oh,  I've  Just  seen 
th*  chief."  explained  the  officer, 
referring  to  the  business  in  hand.  "How 
soon  will  you  gat  It  don*?"  was  die 
quick  response.  "Wall.  I  told  him  1 
would  try  to  do  It  in  a  fortnight" 
"Now  look  here,  colonel."  replied  Kitch- 
ener, "unless  this  Is  put  through  within 
a  week  we  shall  have  to  consider  your 
return  home."     The  work  was  done. 


Notable  Achievements  of  Earl 
Kitchener  in  Egypt  and 
India  Previous  to  Undertak- 
ing Recent  Herculean  Work, 


No  man  was  ever  so  independent  of 
his  entourage.  His  office  stationery 
consisted  of  a  bundle  of  telegraph 
forma  la  hla  helmet  and  a  pencil  In  hla 
pocket.  It  waa  said  of  him  that  his 
chief  of  the  stall  la  South  Africa  had 
nothing  to  do  but  to  amok*  his  pipe. 
and  that  If  an  earthquake  had  swal- 
lowed up  the  whole  of  his  staff  he  prob- 
ably would  not  have  noticed  it. 

Yet  none  knew  better  than  he  bow 
much  of  hia  auccasa  waa  due  to  his 
wise  choice  of  the  tools  he  used,  and  In 
their  choice  he  was  adamant  to  all  sug- 
gestions from  without. 

Upon  this  Implacable  son v  of  tbe 
desert*  the  jobbery  and  becketalr  In- 
fluence of  civilised  communities  never 
made  a  moment's  impression.  But  wo- 
man will  often  rush  in  where  man  fears 
to  tread. 

Zt  happened  In  the  Bays  of  hla  sir- 
darship at  Cairo  that  a  lady  of  con- 
siderable social  influence  but  little  dis- 
cretion resolved  in  the  interests  of  a 
voting  soldier  to  make  a  Street  appeal 
to  K.  himself.  She  besought  a  pereonal 
Interview.  Tbe  sirdar  excused  himself. 
Nothing  daunted,  the  lady  presented 
herself  at  K.'s  official  quarters  at  a  time 
which  usually  claimed  his  attendance  In 
the  dally  routine  of  business.  K. 
posted  an  officer  on  guard  with  strict 
Injunctions. 

Twice  the  would-be  Intruder  was  In- 
duced by  this  look-out  man  to  believe 
the  eirdar  had  escaped  her.  Accordingly 
shs  timed  her  next  visit  for  a  wore 
promising  hour.  The  watchman  again 
stood  in  the  breach.  "How  dare  you 
t*ll  me  he  la  not  hero!"  ehe  gasped. 
"You  shall  not  atop  me."  And  ttfere 
tbe  surprised  officer  could  muster  suffi- 
cient resolution  to  bar  the  way  the  en- 
emy had  rushed  th*  position  with  a  wild 
rustle  of  silk  petticoats  and  paras  >1  at 
the  charge. 

Down  the  passage  went  the  attack, 
and  with  unerring  instinct  Into  a  ijora 
at  tbe  end.  Here,  lo  and  beUold,  «.<»  a 
tall  man  engaged  In  som*  ablutions  and 
garbed  In  a  deshabille  of  shirt  and 
nether  garments  who,  with  the  genius 
of  the  great  general  that  he  waa,  at  once 
took  cover  behind  a  table  and  a  couple 
Of  chairs.  The  avenger  of  Gordon  af- 
terwards acknowledged  that  bat  for  the 
furniture  sarebe  he  muat  have  been  ioat. 

But  help  waa  at  hand,  and  by  a  series 
of  masterly  operations  the  siege  wise 
raised.  It  was,  perhaps,  th*  closest 
ehave  the  great  chief  has  ever  had,  and 
long  after,  when  reference  wae  made  to 
this  terrible  adventure,  K.  wdeto  ob- 
serve, with  uplifted  hands  and  eyes. 
That  .awful  women!" 

*  One  of  the  moet  splendid  monuments 
to  Kitchener's  exceptional  greatness. 
both  aa  a  si  a  teaman  and  soldier,  will 
alwaye  he  his  labors  for  the  peoples  of 
Egypt  and  the  Soudan. 

Spoken  of  reverently  as  "El  Lord"  or 
"•Kooch-Nohr,"  he  waa  regarded  by  the 
■■sees  of  the  people  almost  aa  a 
divinity,  such  as  were  Set!  and  Rki 
by  the  Egyptians  of  old.  For  th*  rac«s 
of  th*  Soudan  he  waa  a  far  greater  em* 
than  the  old  Standi.  The  Immense  driv- 
ing power  of  hie  strength  of  ckereeeer 
aad  tireless  Industry  forced  a  —sea* 
sion  of  far-reaching  reforme  through 
hitherto  Insuperable  obstacles,  conquer- 
ing the  deserts  aad  brl aging  well-being 
aad  happiness  to  vast  aad  Increasing 
populations.

There  have  been  five  dominating 
phases  In  Kitchener's  career.  The  first 
waa  the  fashioning  of  the  Egyptian 
Army  Into  a  powerful  military  force. 
Th*  second,  which  waa  the  natural 
••quel,  was  the  reconqueet  of  the  Sudan 
The  third  waa  the  alow  but  Inexorable 
organisation  of  final  victory  la  Svuth 
Africa.  The  fourth  waa  the  entire  re- 
organisation of  th*  forces  in  India. 
Th*  fifth  la  now  being  witnessed — th* 
creation  of  a  strong  shaft  to  drive  Brit- 
ain's steel  spear-head  already  In  France' 
into  the  heart  of  Germany. 

Lord  Kitchener  will  live  In  history  aa 
the  maker  of  armies.  Like  Carnot,  he 
waa  an  "organiser  of  victory."  He  never 
hurried,  and  he  always  reached  his  goal. 
In  his  last  great  effort  hi*  goal  was 
Berlin.  ■  Juat  at  the  moment  that  the 
war  was  breaking  out  people  marvelled 
to  find  many  who  had  opposed  him  la 
th*  past  eager  for  his  appointment  to 
tbe  War  Office.  The  explanation  waa 
very  simple,  it  wa*  not  oaly  because 
he  waa  the  best  man,  the  one  man  who 
could'  make  the  new  armies.  Far  more 
potent  was  the  feeltag  that  once  la  th* 
Cabinet  ho  would  never  relinquish  th* 
task  till  victory  was  won,  if  It  took 
him  twenty  years.  Hence  the  cry  for 
Lord  Kitchener,  about  whom  one  thing 
waa  absolutely  certain,  that  If  he  once 
took  his  coat  off  hs  would  never  stop 
fighting  till  Berlin  was  as  vanquished 
as  Omdurman. 


Wart  ia 

Th*  great  achievement  of  Lord  Kit- 
chener in  India  can  be  otated  In  a  single 
sentence.  He  converted  the  Army  of 
India  Into  a  first-class  fighting  machine, 
a  description  which  could  not  have  been 
unreservedly  applied  to  It  when  he  went 
there.  Before  hie  day  the  Army  of 
India  was  an  army  of  proud  tradition, 
composed  of  splendid  fighting  materiel, 
but  organised  upon  obsolete  conceptions, 
and  In  many  respects  still  controlled  by 
the  standards  framed  Immediately  after 
the  Mutiny.  There  waa  no  broad  view 
regarding  the  ultimate  purpose  for 
which  it  was  maintained.  The  author- 
ities had  never  made  up  their  mlnde 
whether  the  army  waa  primarily  Intend- 
ed to  preserve  order  within  the  frontiers 
or  to  repel  Invasion  from  without  Ita 
distribution  had  never  been  made  to 
conform  with  the  wonderful  develop- 
ment of  the  Indian  Railway  ayatem. 
Small,  isolated  cantonments  were  still 
maintained  all  over  the  country,  and  in 
many  cases  their  original  object  had 
been  el  moet  forgotten.  One  found  stray 
detachments  garrisoning  ancient  Indian 
forts,  for  no  better  reason  than  they 
had  been  thus  garrisoned  a  hundred 
yeare  ago.  Even  British  battalions  were 
sometimes  split  up  Into  three  or  four 
widely  separated  segments,  so  that  la 
such  a  case  the  regiment  never  drilled 
together. 

The  staff  organisation  was  deficient, 
and  English  officers  in  the  native  army 
had  to  come  to  England  for  their  staff 
training.  There  was  no  efficient  mobili- 
sation scheme,  and  the  then  military 
department  only  professed  to  be  able  to 
put  four  divisions  In  the  Sold  at  th* 
outbreak  of  a  great  war.  Supply  and 
transport  arrangements  were  wofully 
lacking,  the  medical  branch  waa  Inauffl- 
cinetly  equipped  for  the  Sold,  and  India 
waa  far  from  self-sufficing  la  the  mat- 
ter of  the  manufacture  of  warlike 
stores.  For  many  of  the**  da  feet  a  th* 
Government  of  India  waa  to  blame. 
The  existence  of  defects  waa  recognised, 
tut  a  series  of  lean  pears  had  prevented 
reform.  Lord  Kitchener  wae  fortunate 
enough  to  arrive  whan  the  exchequer 
waa  full.

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Tb«  mwi  that  tiM  cruiser  bearing 
Lord  Kitchener  to  Russia  hM  been 
sunk  and  that  he  had  perished  created 
a  profound  feeling  of  sorrow.  People 
were  stunned  by  It,  sot  *o  much  be- 
cause of  the  groat  part  he  tea  played. 
and  ««a  up  to  the  boar  of  tola  death 
playing.  In  the  groat  European  drama, 
but  because  hi*  caraor  a*  a  aoldter  and 
administrator  bad  won  him  tbe  un- 
bounded regard  of  ue  all.  When  war 
waa  deeUred  It  waa  to  Kitchener  that 
tbe  eye*  of  the  Empire  were  turned.

more  than  five  million  men,  la  a  living 
monument  to  'hie  wonderful  power  of 
organisation..  Me  found  hie  country 
unprepared  except  on  sea;  he  haa  left 
It  ready  la  every  way  to  play  ita  part 
on  land.  In  thla,  reapeot  hla  great 
work  waa  finished,  and  hie  departure 
for  Rugate,  oven  for.  a  abort  vlalt, 
aeema  to  Indicate  that  he  himself

We  ahall  not  know  for  some  time  to 
what,  eaten t  Lord  Kitchener  partici- 
pated in  tbe  actual  determination  of 
the  tactics  to  be  pursued  by  the  army 
In  France.  That  he  met  General  Joffre 
on  many  occaalona  la  well  known,  and 
we  may  presume  he  dlacuseed  every 
phase  of  tbe  altuation  along  the  West- 
ern Una,  but  there  does  not  eeem  to  be 
Sy  reason  for  thinking  that  any  part 
the  'campaign  baa  been  undertaken 
upon  bl«  Individual  Initiative.  It  seems 
unlikely,  therefore,  that  hla  death  will 
make  any  material  difference  In  the 
conduct  of  the  actual  fighting,  to  far 
aa  caa  now  be  eeen  the  groat  ssrlous- 
ness  of  hla  loss  Hep  In  the  fact  that 
we  are  deprived  of  the  services  of  one 
whose  'nemo  waa  synonymous  with 
success,  whoee  executive  ability  wag 
phenomenal,  who  Ineplred  confidence. 
Who.  waa  ever  calm  and  resourceful.  A 
country;  ean  III  spare  ouch  a  man  et 
any  time,  much  loaa  In  a  period  of 
such   Intensity  an  the  preaent. 

Lord  Kitchener  lived  to  see  the  erlala 
of  the  war  paeeed.  Largely  through 
big  efforts  tbe  Allies  are  now  superior 
in  man  and  munltiona  to  the  enemy. 
We  have  only  to  go  forward  upon  the 
Unas  he  haa  laid  down  to  win  a  great 
and  glorious  success.  It  aeeme  some- 
thing more  than  a  coincidence  that  only 
teat  week  Mr.  Aaqulth.  speaking  In  the 
House  of  Commons,  paid  a  high  tribute 
to  the  great  aervlceo  of  the  deceased 
soldier,  who,  he  stated,  waa  ready  to 
meet  any  members  of  the  House  who 
might  dealre  to  Interrogate  him  on 
matters  relating  to  the  war.  Soma  of 
the  members  took  advantage  of  tela 
offer,  and  one  of  the  laat  official  acta 
of  the  Field  Marahal  waa  to  give  an 
interview  to  a  number  of  parliamentar- 
ians. 

Lord  Kitchener  had  no  opportunity 
to  demonstrate  hie  capacity  In  the  role 
of  general  commanding  a  great  modern 
force  In  a  modern  campaign,  bat  ao  re- 
markable were  bis  powers  of  organisa- 
tion that  he  doubtless  would  beve 
achieved  much  In  that  capacity.  It  la 
eg  an  organiser  and  administrator  that 
hla  claim  to  enduring  fame  will  be 
baaed.  One  may  safely  any  that  In 
*  tale  respect  ho  had  no  auperlor  and 
vary  few.  If  any.  equals.  It  la  to  be 
regretted  that  during  the  laat  few 
moot  he  of  hla  career  he  waa  subjected 
la  unfriendly,  and,  aa  far  aa  oaa  be 
sosa,  abeoJutely  unreasonable  crlUclem. 
Feasibly  It  had  very  little  affect  upon 
him  peraoaally.  Me  was  alwaya  a  man 
le  go  atralght  forward  along  any  line 
of  action  he  had  chaos  a.  and  ho  waa 
not  given  to  making  hla  choice  without 
grave  consideration.

It  le  Important, 
therefore,  that  ovary  Issue  shall  bo  ex- 
plained so  that  there  wilt  be  ao  ex- 
cuse for  eay  voter  to  eay  be  le  ignorant 
of  the  meaning  and  Importance  of  the 
decision  that  ho  will  be  called  upon  to 
make,  when  the  time  comee  for 
blm  to  mark  his  ballot-  In 
tbla  campaign,  aa  la  most,  the 
decision  Of  the  electorate  will  depend 
very  largely  upon  bow  the  noa-parttsan 
element  of  the  community  ahall  vote. 
The  majority  of  tbe  electorate  will  re- 
spond to  sppeals  to  their  reason  and 
commoe  souse. 

The  most  pronounced  feature  of  Pro- 
vincial politics  during  tbe  poet  two  or 
three  years  has  bssa  the  unprecedented 
campaign  of  vilification  In  which  tbe 
Liberals  have  indulged.  It  la  absolute- 
ly without  parallel.  For  this.  Mr.  Brow- 
'  ster  must  he  held  directly  responsible. 
If  he  did  not  originate  It,  be  sanctioned 
It.  If  he  did  not  inspire  It.  he  took  ad- 
vantage of  it.  It  la  not  his  fault 
that  British  Columbia  is  not  bank- 
rupt la  credit  end  reputation.  At  a 
time  when  every  patriotic  Individual 
everywhere  waa  seeking  to  uphold  the 
good  name  of  the  Dominion  and  his  own 
particular  Province,  not  only  did  Mr. 
Brewster  sanction  and  employ  tbe 
Whole  mesa  of  villainous  misstate- 
ments hatched  In  the  imaginations  of 
the  men  responsible  for  "The  Crisis  In 
B.  C,"  and  stand  by  without  protest 
Whlls  the  newspapers  supporting  him 
used  every  mesne  In  their  power  to  de- 
tract from  tbe  standing  of  the  Prov- 
ince, but  be  himself  took  occasion  when 
on  tour  In  the  eastern  part  of  the  Do- 
minion to  depict  British  Columbia  aa 
-robbed  of  Ita  resources  and  upon  the 
verge  of  financial  ruin.  Bven  If  tbess 
thlnga  were  true  he  ought  not  to  have 
said  them  when  he  did,  but  as  they 
were  false,  and  he  muat  have  known 
they  were  false.  If  be  knows  the  mean- 
ing of  language,  he  Is  in  the  highest 
degree  culpable.  Here  are  a  few  of 
the  things,  and  only  a  few  of  them, 
wblob  Mr.  Brewster  either  himself 
said  or  approved  of  hie  supportsrs 
saying:  ' 

That  this  Province  had  given  eway 
practically  all  Its  timber  to  speculators 
who  were .  frlende  of  tbe  Government, 
whereas  he  knew  perfectly  well  that 
not  one  stick  of  timber  nor  a  single 
sere  of  timber  land  had  been  given 
away  to  eay  one. 

That  the  Province  had  parted  with 
substantially  all  Ita  agricultural  land 
to  speculators,  whereas  he  knew,  or  at 
least  bad  no  excuae  for  not  knowing 
this  to  be  untrue,  because  the  reports 
Of  Government  surveyors,  aent  out  ex- 
pressly for  the  purpose,  establish  be- 
yond controversy  that  millions  of 
acres  of  the  best  farming  land  remain 
the  property  of  the  Crown  end  ars  un- 
der reaerve  for  pre -emptors. 
That  the  affalra  of  the  Province  bad 
.  been  corruptly  administered,  a  ,  state- 
ment that  he  could  not  have  known  to 
be  true,  and  which  he  absolutely  failed 
to  establish  when  the  public  accounts 
of  tbs  Province  for  years  past  wore 
placed  upon  the  table  for  hla  examina- 
tion. 

That  the  ministers  charged  with  the 
conduct  of  Provincial  affalra  were  per- 
sonally corrupt  and  dishonest,  and  yet 
when  he  waa  aent  by  the  conatltuency 
of  Victoria  to  meet  face  to  fats  the 
men  he  had  traduced,  he  never  uttered 
a  single  syllable,  never  adduced  a  scin- 
tilla of  evidence,  never  even  Indulged  In 
an  insinuation  In  lino  with  the  accusa- 
tions which  he  and  hla  supporters  bsd 
so  freely  indulged. 

This  Is  a  severe  Indictment,  but  It  Is 
a  true  one,  and  many  counte  could  be 
added  to  It.  And  yet  guilty  aa  he  is 
of  these  things,  Mr.  Brewster  has  the 
hardihood  to  ask  tbs  electorate  to 
trust  the  honor  and  welfare  of  this 
Province  to  htm  and  te  those  who  have 
been  associated  with  him  in  this  mon- 
strous record.  Kven  more  discreditable 
than  these  accusations,  for  which 
others  must  share  the  blame  with  him. 
le  a  statement  which  he  hlmoelf  hae 
pieced  on  record  over  his  own  signa- 
ture, namely,  that  the  Oeveraraeat  pre- 
vented him  from  Investigating  the  Pub- 
lic Accounts.  Tbla  he  mahas  In  hie 
manifesto.  He  did  not  have  the  cour- 
age to  make  It  on  the  floor  of  the 
House,  which  wee  the  place  te  make 
It,  or  la  the  form  of  a  minority  report 
from  the  Committee  oa  Public  Ae- 
ceueta.  which  was  the  proper  way  ta 
make  it.  He  dared  not  make  It  la  tbe 
proper  place  ml  la  the  proper  way, 
bssauss  ho  hnew  that  he  would  he 
farced  then  and  there  te  mate  goad  his 
words.  He  haa  preferred  to  wait  and 
state  It  In  a  manifesto,  so  that  when 
It  is  said  that  although  every  oppor- 
tunity was  glvew  blm  for  Investigation, 
ha  proves'  netting  that  waa  wrong,  he 
sat  as  quoted  aa.altegtag  that  the  Owe- 
smraott  prevented  him  from  proving 
anything  Ho  haa  said,  and  dWuttlaoo 
win  repeal,  that  the  levsetlgattea  ot 
Bte  Vancouver  ottattea  frame*,  took  e* 
act  of  Its  time -he  utended  to 
t*  the  PebSM  Account*.

The  British  prsss  has  publishsd  ths 
following  letter.  It  wss  written  to  hie 
father  by  e  Cambridge  scholar,  who. 
whoa  be  left  for  the  front  waa  only 
twenty -one: 

I  estimate  my  chance  of  getting 
wounded  1  In  4.  ot  getting  killed  or 
totally  disabled  at  1  la  If.  These  are 
pretty  heavy  averages,  sad  I  should  be 
foolish  not  to  go  out  prepared  for  the 
worst.  In  a  seass,  therefore,  I  count 
n-yseif   already   dead. 

Wear  no  mourning  for  me  If  I  am 
killed;  If  I  die,  1  die  gladly.  I  have 
Uved  -longer  than  many,  aad  life  has 
been  very  good.  Pleasures  innumerable. 
eweet  an#  high  and  pure,  have  sur- 
rounded me  all  my  days.  I  have 
learnt  to  take  delight  In  the  greatest 
works  of  man.  tn  music  and  literature 
and  art.  I  have  had  strength  to  fol- 
low the  bard  road  of  learning.  In  Its 
auotereet  track,  to  that  deep  valley  of 
humiliation  where  all  the  mighty  scroll 
ot  human  knowledge  dwindles  down  to 
on  Ill-formed  question  mark,  and  whence 
coming  no'  one  ever  agala  thinks  that  he 
knows  anything  te  the  whole  wide 
world. 

All  that  I  have  asked  of  life  I  havs 
had;  I  am  wsll  content  to  die  whenever 
It  Is  demanded.  And  if  not  death  but 
something  worse  should  fsll — well.  I 
sm  prepared.  Tbe  only  thing  I  fear  at 
all  Is  ths  loss  of  both  hande  or  total 
blindness.  Both  of  these  sre  Improb- 
able   contingencies. 

Well,  that  risk  bad  to  be  faced  be- 
fore I  enlisted.  Wae  I  or  was  I  not 
prepared  to  enter  on  life  as  a  blind 
man?  Tou  know  how  I  answersd  that 
question.  Ths  causa  Is  worth  even  thst 
sacrifice.  And  I  have  had  so  pleasant 
s  life  heretofore  that  even  if  ths  rest 
Of  It  Is  to  be  passed  In  darkness  ths 
balance  will  be  on.  the  etde  of  pleasurs. 

We  are  not  told  what  haa  been  the 
fate  of  tbla  noble  fellow,  but  what  a 
wealth  of  meaning  there  la  In  what  be 
wrote.  It  la  a  terrible  thing  that  war 
should  demand  such  a  sacrifice,  but 
what  s  great  thing  It  la  that  men  aa 
gifted  aa  he  should*  be  ready  to  give  up 
everything  for  the  cause  of  human 
liberty.     How  paltry  such  a  letter  makes

moro^montbs  would  have  been  wuated 
before  tha  Women's  Army  of  National 
service  could  be  equipped  and  ultllasd. 
As  n  result  of  thin  register,  many  then- 
sands'  af  women  are  serving  la  muni- 
tion works,  whUe  thousand,  of  othera 
are  organised  la  commercial  life  and 
agriculture  to  free  men  for  the  fight- 
ing Una  and  tha  defence  of  the  Empire. 
That  such  a  scheme  should  already 
have  been  aet  In  action  waa  due  to  tha 
foresight  of  Mm.  Pankhurst,  tha  suf- 
fraaist  leader,  and  members  sf  her 
union  Wars  also  among  the  first .  to 
volunteer  for  service  In  Serbia,  when 
that .  stricken  country  made  Urn  gallant 
fight  againat  auch  heavy  odds.  In  re- 
cognition of  this  fact,  Mrs.  Pankhurst 
was  Invited  to  accompany.  M.  Mlyato- 
rich  to  America,  on  his  mission  for  re- 
lief, aiid  her  lecture  tour  In  Eastern 
Canada  on  behalf  of  Serbia  was  at- 
tended  by   gratifying   success. 

During  the  time  when  the  question 
of  war  babisB  waa  much  before  the 
public,  Mrs.  Pankhurst  and  her  union 
adopted  a  number  of  baby  girls— the> 
children  of  unmarried  mothers  who 
were  unable  to  support  them.  These 
little  fledglings  are  being  brought  up 
with  all  tenderness  and  ears,  under 
Mrs  Pankhurat'a  personal  supervision, 
and  should  contribute,  at  seme  Inter 
day. a  valuable  solution  of  a  difficult 
problem. 

It  I.  a  record  of  aervlce  such  as  this 
which  gives  the  distinguished  suffragist 
her  inflight  ,nto  the  man's  as  wall  as 
the  women's  point  of— view.  Equipped 
as  she  Is  with  a  lifetime's  experience 
o»  social  work  and  administration,  in 
which  she  has  been  companioned  by  tha 
moat  brilliant  men  and  women  of  her 
day,  and  gifted  with  a  spiritual  force 
and  attraction  which  alone  would  make 
ber  notable,  Mrs.  Pankhurst  must  ba 
recognised  even  by  those  who  most  de- 
plore and  decry  tho  tactics  of  her  re- 
cent militant  agitation,  as  one  of  the 
moat  interesting  and  forceful  personal- 
ise, of  the  age. 

Mrs.  Pankhurst  will  arrive  by  the  t 
o'clock  boat  from  Seattle,  and  will  likely 
leave  tha  city  at  midnight  for  Vancou- 
ver, where  shs  Is  to  addraaa  a  public 
meeting  tomorrow.  She  will  he  the 
guest  of  the  Victoria  Club  while   here.

Ths  name  and  memory  of  tho  Scottish 
heroine  of  long  ago  Is  recalled  by  the 
news  that  on  tho  twenty-fourth  of  May 
a  Presbyterian  College  in  Red  Springs, 
North  Carolina,  was  dedicated  to  her 
memory.     The  address  of  the  day  was 

Slivered  by  that  eloquent  Canadian, 
>.  X  A.  Macdonald.  It  may  not  be 
out  of  place  to  recall  tho  eventa  from 
which  the  figure  of  tha  Highland  girl 
stands  out  In  lovely   colors. 

After  the  battle  of  Culloden  had 
completed  the  ruin  of  the  Stuart  cause, 
the  unfortunnte  "Prince  Charlie"  waa 
forced  to  seek  again  the  wild  shores, 
on  whlck  he  had  landed,  gay  and  hand- 
some and  hopeful,  a  few  months  be- 
fore. He  sought  to  find  some  vessel. 
however  small,  that  would  carry  him 
back  to  the  fair  land  of  France,  which 
had  aq  long  afforded  his  Ill-fated  fam- 
ily and  Its  followers  an  asylum. 

But  ths  victorious  army  bad  no  mind 
to  leave  the  young  prince  to  bo  a  men- 
ace to  the  peace  of  the  realm.  A  great 
reward  was  set  on  the  head  of'  Prince 
Charles  Bdward,  and  sea  and  land  was 
beset  by  those  whose  duty  It  was  to 
discover  his  hiding  place. 

It  was  while  be  waa.  after  many  dan- 
gers hiding  In  South  Ulat  that  hs  mst 
Flora  Macdonald.  The  Laird  of  Clan- 
ranald,  who  waa  a  supporter  of  ths 
Stuart  cause,  had  hiddsn  ths  prince  In 
a  miserable  hut  In  the  wild  mountain 
of  Corradale.  Even  this  shelter  be- 
came unsafe,  as  ths  place  was  sur- 
rounded by  wild  clansmen,  who  were 
fsmlllsr  with  every  buah  and  stone  on 
the  Island.  It  waa  then  that  ths  wit 
of  the  young  Highland  lady,  a  kinswo- 
man of  Clanranald,  wko  was  staying  at 
tks  chiefs  house,  devised  a  plan  to 
baffle,  for  ths  tlms  ths  pursuers.  Her 
stepfather  commanded  the  militia  of 
South  Ulst,  and,  of  course,  waa  among 
the  enemies  of  tho  Prince.  From  hhn 
Flora  got  a  passport  for  herself  end 
two  servants,  a  man  and  a  woman. 
"Betty  Burks"  By  tke  assistance  of 
Lady  Clanranald.  Prince  Ckerles  Bd- 
ward was  dressed  as  an  Irish  asrvlng 
woman.  The  disguise  served,  and  the 
party  reached  the  tale  of  Skye  safely. 
Here,  however,  they  were  in  even 
greater  danger.  The  home  of  Sir  Alex- 
ander Macdonald  waa  on  ths  Island.  It 
waa  filled  with  ths  officers  of  militia. 
and  to  bring  her  suspicious  looking  ser- 
vant there  waa  out  of  the  question. 
\  Flora  determined  to  trust  herself  end 
the  prince  to  tho  mercy -of  Lady  Mar- 
garet Macdonald,  the  wife  of  Sir  Alex- 
ander, feeling  ours  that  her  woman's 
heart  would  be  Sited  with  pity  for  the 
wanderer.  She  was  right,  aad  Flora 
aad  her  ungainly  serving  maid  were 
sent  te  tha  house  af  tha  factor,  Mae- 
oonald  of  Klngsburgh.  Tata  faithful 
man  took  upon  himself  ths  dangers 
Flore  had  so  bravely  faced,  and  after 
great  dkBoslty  was  able  to  krkag  the 
Prince  back  to  tke  matalaad,  whence 
ke  eventueUy   isnspsi 

Bath  the  factor  and  his  fair  colleague 
ware  afterwards  Imprisoned  m  Leaden, 
with  ethers  who  ware  caaasrasd  In  the 
escape  of  the  Prince.  Bat  to  the  credit 
of  the  humanity  af  tkat  age,  both  were 
pardoned,  and  Flora  Masdaaalg  was  by 
tha  frtsaeS  of  the  loot  canoe,  rewarded. 
It  la  net  r mease,  est  plain  history, 
which  tells  aa  that  Flora  asd  Macdon- 
ald af  Ktagskwrgh  were  married.  Like 
assay  af  their  countrymen  they  sought 
a  kerne  to  •forth  Caroitna,  which,  they 
doubtless  boped.  weald  be  free  from 
tke  turmoil  aad  trouble  of  tke  eld 
Id.  Tkey  were  mistaken,  aad  la  the 
Revolution,  they  dung,  like 
y  of  the  am  tiers  to  tko  ease  of 
Itutod  antkertty.

kp  bsvre  saateif  far  their

Macdonald  aald: 

"This  name  In  American  academic 
lists,  will  link  coming  genera tlona  af 
Americana  wltk  their  historic  past.  It 
will  witness  back  to  Scotland  and  en 
to  all  the  world  that  ia  America  the  age 
af  chivalry  ia  not  gone:  that  the  soul 
of  poetry  has  not  died  oat  of  our 
Anglo-Celtic  race;  aad  tost  la  spite  of 
theae  long  generations  of  'battling  With 
the  ruder  elements  tn  a  saw.  continent 
America  still  feels  her  kinship  la  the 
ancient  blood  and  cherishes  as  a  sacred 
heritage  her  share  In  the  heroic  past. 

"We  do  well— we  whose  birth  land  for 
generations  has  keen  America— wo  do 
well  to  feel  our  ways  back  across  his-

voluntarily  given,  would  put  up  sheds 
with  rough  lumber,  donated  by  the 
mlllowners.  so  that  there  would  be 
plenty  of  breathing  space  for  tho  poor, 
weak  lungs  and  cool,  fresh  air  for  tha 
fevered  brows  and  flushed  cheeks.

ployment, either  on  the  land  or  at  their 
trades  There  are  patients  In  homes 
who  would  be  better  attended  to  In  the 
hospital,  but  whose  relatives  will  cars 
for  them  at  almost  any  sacrifice  rather 
Own  send  them  to  overcrowded  quar- 
ters.    The  hospital  supplies,  nourishing 


food,  medical  attendance  and  good 
nursing.  Tot  these  do  not  make  up  for 
the  lack  of  fresh  sir  and  the  inconveni- 
ence and  discomfort  of  Insufficient  room 
for  weak  patients. 

For  many  months  past  tha  kind  peo- 
ple of  Victoria  hsvs  had  their  minds 
and  hearts  and  hands  Sited  by  the 
needs  of  the  men  at  the  front.  Those 
needs  ars  more  Insistent  than  ever  at 
this  time.  Tst  ws  must  not  overlook 
tke  claims  of  the  sufferers  within  our 
own  gates.

(Delayed).— Masks  wsre,  dropped  in 
Kelehstag.  today,  as  the  Imperial 
Chancellor  bud  requested,  when  the 
spokesman  of  the  Conservatives,  Count 
rrtederlcta  von  Weatary,  plainly  avowed 
the  party's  opposition  te  the  Chancel- 
lsr's  pollclea.  While  disclaiming  re- 
sponsibility for  the  particular  enony- 
pamphiat  which  the  Chancellor 
cited.  Count  von  Westarp  declared 
that  this  and  similar  outbursta  repre- 
sented a  great  popular  movement  which 
the  Imperial  Chancellor  bad  Ignored. 

Dr.  apahn.  leader  of  the  Centre  party; 
ilerr  von  Payer.  Progrosslvs;  and  j  Dr. 
uradnauer.  Socialist,  supported  the 
Chancellor  In ,  his  campaign  against  the 
"plratea  of   public  opinion." 

Hedd  von  Payor  declared  that  the  aim 
of  the  movement  evidently  was  the  fall 
Of  Dr.  Von  Bethmann-Hollweg.  and  the 
suspicion  was  Justified  that  the  move- 
ment-had the  support  and  encourage- 
ment of  varloue  members  of  the  Reich- 
stag. 

The  policies  of  the  Imperial  Chan- 
cellor under  fire  have  to  do  with  the 
attitude  Of  Germany  towards  the  United 
Htatea  and  peace.  Dr.  Ppahn  made  a 
notable  declaration  In  which  ho  said: 

"The  explanation*  of  the  Imperial

ica must  not  be  broken  on  account  of 
the   submarine  Issue." 

Count  von  Westarp  declared  his  un- 
oompromlslng  opposition  to  President 
Wilson  es  a  peace  mediator.  But  the 
Chancellor's  speech  disposed  of  this 
question,  he  asserting  that  he  had  not 
the  slightest  official  intimation  of  any 
protected    American    mediation.

The  famous  BagUah  aware.  La  Fleche. 
death  baa  loot  been  ripirteg, 
bred  by  the  late  Queen  Vtetorie  la 
lair.  La  Fleche  was  the  loot  foal  of 
Quiver  (by  St.  Slaaoe).  a  vary  suecsss 
f el  brood  mare,  whose  other  pressor 
tnwlMBQd  Memoir  (also  by  St  Sim  is), 
winner  of  the  Oaks  and  St.  Laser:  and 
Maid  Marian  (by  Hampton),  dam  of 
Orafton.  a  noted  sire  In  Australia,  and 
Pelymelus.  now  the  leading  also  la 
England.  / 

As  a  yearling  La  Fleche  was  sold  te 
Baron  Hlrsch  for  6.500  guineas;  Which 
stood  for  many  years  so  a  record  price 
for  a  yearling..  She  won  the  four 
races  tn  which  she  took  part  aa  a  two- 
year-old,  these  being  the'  Chesterfield 
Stakes  st  Newmarket.  Levant  Stakes 
end  Molecombe  Stakes  at  Goodwood, 
and  Champagne  Stakes  at  Doneaater. 
At  three  yeara  she  started  by  winning 
the  One  Thousand  Guinea*,  but  waa 
unexpectedly  beaten  by  Sir  Huso  la 
the  Derby.  She  won  all  her  other  en- 
gagements that  season,  these  being  the 
Oaks,  Nsasau  Stakes.  St.  Loser.  Lan- 
cashire Plate.  Grand  Duke  Michael 
Stakes,  Newmarket  Oaka  and  Cam- 
bridgeshire Stakea.  That  shs  did  not 
show  hsr  true  form  In  ths  Derby  was 
demonstrated  later.

Mayor  Stewart,  the  speaker  at  the 
evening's  showing,  sounded  the  note  of 
the  Empire  mourning  the  tees  Of  Its 
nobis  chieftain.  Kg  paid  a' great  tri- 
bute to  the  life  and  work  of  Earl 
Kitchener  and  particularly  to  his  won- 
derful achievement  In  this  groat  War. 
However  groat  was  the  toss  when  this 
soldier  passed  out.  with  his  staff  and 
the  other  magnificent  men  in  thenar, 
vies  of  the  Empire  aboard  the  ill- 
fated  Hampshire,  he  believed  another 
genius  would  rise  and  take  his  place, 
and 'those  of  ths  others,  to  "carry  on." 
Th< 1  naaton  bad  felt  the  might  of  the 
German  aggression  and  every  sacrifice 
must  be  mads  that  success  might  ul- 
timately come  to  the  arms  of  the  Air 
lies  in  their  struggle  to'  uphold  the 
principles  of  liberty  and  Justice  for 
which  thsy  stand. 

He 'believed  that  If  all  were  to  do 
their  bast  the  war  would  soon  be  won. 
!t  was  the  "slacker"  who  hindered  pro-' 
Kress,  much  more  so  than  the  strength 
of  the  enemy.  The  greatest  service 
to  the  nation,  and  the  principles  for 
which  she  was  staking  ber  all,  was  to 
be  found  in  service  with  the  colors. 
He  felt  that  all  should  be  doing  their 
duty. 

We  were  just  beginning  the  real  tight 
•""*•  «ald  the  Mayor,  and  we  must  con- 
tinue until  Oormany  and  Prusslanism 
were  obliterated.  Were  we  to  allow 
the  groat  sacrifices  made  by  the  women 
and  children  who  bad  lost  their  loved 
ones  and  providers  to  bo  in  vain? 
Murely  no  young  man  could  resist  the 
appeal.  He  was  confident  that  the 
wonderful  pictures  shown  would  inspire 
everyone  seeing  them  so  deeply  with 
the  might  of  the  British  Empire  that 
they  would  do  all  In  their  gower  to 
help  win  the  war.  < 

'Britain  Prepared"  gave  a  fuller  in- 
sight Into  the  power  of  the  naval  arm. 
It  was  easier  to  understand  now  why 
the  freedom  of  the  spas,  bad  boon  secur- 
ed to  the  Allied  cause  by  Britain's 
might  upon  the  water.  How  It  was 
that  the  resources  of  the  Empire  and 
of  ths  wi/rld  could  be  poured  Into  the 
fountain's  source  from  whence,  one 
day,  a  strength  would  emerge  to  crush 
the  sceurgs  of  the  liberty  of  the  world. 
It  was  gratifying  now  to  realise  that 
what  had  seemed  a  great  sacrifice  with 
th«  e-rller  reports  of  last  week  was 
proving  a  victory  for  tho  nation's  con- 
trol of  the  seas.  Inflicting  a  stinging 
blow  to  the  vaunted  pride  of  Germany's 
high  seas  fleet  and  sending  It  back 
into  Its  nest  staggering. 

The  great  achievement  of  the  war, 
he  believed,  had  been  the  welding  to- 
gether of  the  various  units  of  ths  Em- 
pire Tho  response  from  every  colony 
had  been  supreme  In  fact,  he  thought, 
when  ths  war  had  ceased  It  would  be 
found  that  the  word  colony  had  been 
eliminated.

•W*  expected  to  be"killed  right  there, 
but  all  ran  headlong  towards  the  aero- 
drome I,  at  least,  wanted  to  finish  it 
In  the  air.''  wrote  KlfEn  Rockwell. 

Led  by  a  French  captain,  ths  Amerl- 
cans  were  up  a  few  minutes  after  the 
alarm  was  given.  Chapman,  Norman 
Prince  Cowdln  and  Hall  loading  A 
baj tie  followed  over  the  town,  Prince) 
Cowdln  and  the  French  oaptaln  each 
drowned  and  adverstary.  The  captain  ha 
a  tank  blown  off  by  an  explosive  bul- 
let. Prince  lost  bis  ammunfeatton  case 
and  Oowdln's  mitrailleuse  jammed.  But. 
with  Hall.  Chapman  pursued  the  rat*.
